Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 
improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaff" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 


have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

Hey y'all, 


Went to the Huntsville Alabama hamfest this morning. Got there about 0830, 
got my tickets and entered the show floor at about 0905 as my father-in-law 
(also a ham) was a little late. We cruised the "junk area" first, as that 

tends to be general area of interest. 


Saw quite a few "lower-end" BA's - many Hallicrafters, including the ones 
that look like an SX-88 but aren't (can't remember the numbers) for under 
$100 in nice shape, plus about 3 or 4 S-38's. Also saw a late slide-rule 
dial Hallicrafters on someone's to-go cart - that unit looked like 

new. Believe I saw a Hammarlund HQ-129, but it was a basket case and 
rather grungy. Didn't see a single National. 


Saw a military single-sideband converter by TMC - I think it was the 
CV-something that goes with the R-390A series. They wanted nearly $250 for 
it and it looked dirty. 


Lots of smaller test-related anchors, including a trio of HP 400D AC 
VTVM's. I would have popped for one of these, but the guy wanted too much 
for them. 


Tons of tubes, no Belton-type grab-bags like I had hoped for. 


LOTS of good junk ranging from military surplus type stuff, to homebrew 
stuff, all the way from the vacuum tube age to the recent past. Lots of 
"anything in this box $1" type of sales going on. I spent so much time 
digging for buried treasure (one sign even said that!) that my ankles and 
knees were on fire when I walked out. And I'm a tender 30 years old - so 
you can imagine how much digging I did! 


There were a few non-ham vendors, including a purse vendor (the ladies were 
going crazy over them) plus a jewelry vendor. The wallet and HT pouch 


vendor happened to have a little case designed for an HT that fits my LG 
VX4400 phone perfectly. 


So what did I end up with? Mostly connectors and switches from the junk 
boxes, plus an old DC ammeter. But, my find of the day was a Tek Model B, 
type 202-2, Scopemobile for $25. My Tek 465M now sits pretty on top on it, 
and soon I'll park the 543B on its Scopemobile next to it once I get the 
shack cleaned up some and my bench built. 


I'm debating cutting out the metal post between the two cavitys that are 
designed to store plug-ins - that way my sig gen could fit in their 
perfectly. I will sleep on this plan until the BA Spirits give me guidance. 


Interestingly, the Model B scopemobile came with the ORIGINAL MANUAL in the 
drawer!

This is a rack mount combination speaker, power supply and coil storage 
box from 1936. This will work with the early HRO, HRO-5 and R-211U 
series of receivers and possibly a few others. The power supply output 
is +240 VDC and 6.3 VDC for the filaments. I installed an NOS type "80" 
rectifier and checked it out with one of my HRO-5TAI receivers. The 
power supply works fine. The speaker was also tested and sounds great. 
The coil box will hold five coilsets. This needs new felt as the almost 
70 year old felt is in bad shape. I have been a National collector for 
10 years and have never seen on of these before. They must be somewhat 
rare! Unfortunately, I don't have an early HRO to go with this and I 
have never been a fan of rack mounted equipment.

November 14, 2003 


"Recently the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) began the process of 
changing the 


regulations that govern radio frequency interference. These changes are 
aimed at paving the 


way for the FCC to introduce a new technology known as 
broadband-over-powerline (BPL). 


According to the FCC, BPL would bring broadband to "previously unserved 
communities" and be 


the catalyst for a "robustly competitive and diversified marketplace" that 
would lead to a 


"broadband Nirvana" in America.* While its proposal may be well intentioned, 
the FCC's support 


of this emerging technology threatens the existence of an established 
technology - Shortwave 


radio. Shortwave radio technology, though not as cutting-edge and as 
commercialized as BPL, is 


important to America because it represents our most basic freedoms 
guaranteed by the First 


Amendment. 


BPL technology is based on using 2-80 MHz of the radio frequency spectrum to 
transmit data 


over existing powerlines. According to the latest research done by the 
British Broadcasting 


Corporation (BBC) and the American Radio Relay League (ARRL), BPL threatens 
to create so 


much "noise" in this frequency range that Shortwave radio, the original 
operator in this frequency 


spectrum, would be effectively drowned out. Without any proposed plans or 
remedies by the 


FCC to safeguard Shortwave broadcasting, BPL poses a real and imminent 
threat to this 


medium. 


To the majority of Americans who have never listened to worldband radio, the 
loss of Shortwave 


may appear to be acceptable compared to the benefits of faster and expanded 
internet services. 


But to Shortwave enthusiasts and radio users, Shortwave is indispensable for 
its ability to 


transmit international broadcasts from around the world. On the surface, 
this may appear to be 


only marginally valuable in this day and age of 24/7 news channels on 
television and internet 


access. Upon closer inspection however, Shortwave is markedly different from 
those other 


mediums and especially significant for its ability to broadcast news and 
information directly from 


other countries at no cost or low cost. As Americans, we have become 
accustomed to receiving 


our news in pre-packaged sound bites, selected and served by the mainstream 
media, biased 


Opinions and perspectives mixed in. Shortwave allows its listeners to hear 
and its broadcasters 


to report news and information with a clarity and transparency unmatched by 
most domestic 


media. 


Shortwave radio is in many ways the last of our untarnished resources. As 
Americans, we have 


always been taught and told that it is our freedom that makes us strong and 
separates us from 


everybody else. When it comes to news and information, our desire to have 
the freedom to 


choose from a wide array of media and media channels is no different. 
Shortwave radio 


represents a cost-effective and easily accessible means for all Americans to 
get global news 


straight from the source, a claim that no other technology can make. If this 
access was denied or 


impeded in any way, and Americans left with less media choices or channels, 
then our right to 


freedom of the press would be unfairly and unacceptably compromised. 


The FCC recently voted to allow media conglomerates the ability to increase 
their holdings in 


television stations and newspapers, another signal that fewer and fewer 
companies will end up 


controlling more and more of what we hear, see, and read. Ironically post 
9/11, global news is 


more salient than ever. In today's political climate, Americans are seeking 
international news, 


culture, and perspectives like never before in efforts to better understand 
the rest of the world. 


We need more media choices to quench our thirst for information, not less. 
Shortwave is not just 


another vehicle, but arguably one of the best vehicles to bring the 
perspectives of foreign 


countries and cultures into our homes easily and inexpensively. At a time 
when the FCC seems 


content on letting BPL eclipse Shortwave, its value and significance is 
brighter than ever. 


In fact, Shortwave's value reaches beyond America's shores to touch nearly 
every country in the 


world. Without a spectrum to operate from, even outbound American Shortwave 
programming 


that is currently accessible to millions and millions around the globe will 
be eerily silent. In short 


order, the global exchange of thoughts and ideas, the underlying premise of 
both radio and our 


right to free speech, will be brought to a screeching halt. To see the 
potential damage this can 


have on the world, we only need to study history. In 1989, the Velvet 


Revolution paved the way 


for democracy as Communism fell in Czechoslovakia when V-clav Havel was 
elected as 


President. Havel, a long-standing and outspoken critic of Communism, cited 
Voice of Free 


Europe, a Shortwave institution, as one of his sources of strength and 
inspiration during his 


struggle for democracy. Though it may be hyperbole to attribute the demise 
of Communism in 


Eastern Europe to radio, it is clear that its reach is broad, and its 
influences deep. It would be a 


potential foreign policy failure for the United States if Shortwave radio 
disappeared. If the elixir of 


Shortwave could help just one country or even one community, then Shortwave’ 
Ss existence would 


be justified by helping bring hope and inspiration, and under the right 
circumstances, even 


democracy. 


What the FCC is proposing with BPL is not so much poor technology as it is 
poorly planned 


technology. In its current form, the social costs of BPL exceed its social 
benefits. Ubiquitous 


broadband is a noble goal that FCC should have in its sights on. The issue 
here is to find a way 


to apply this technology somewhere or somehow that does not impact Shortwave 
radio. Isn't 


there bandwidth somewhere else in the radio frequency spectrum for BPL to 
occupy? Since 


1994, the FCC has auctioned and sold off hundreds of frequencies for 
billions of dollars. 


Granted, the United States government has generated significant revenue from 
these sales, but 


money cannot buy freedom. It is perplexing that the FCC, the landowner of 
the airwaves, cannot 


find a plot of frequency for BPL without encroaching the boundaries of 
Shortwave. 


The FCC's BPL proposal threatens to set this country down a slippery slope 
where new 


technology displaces existing technology without regard for its impacts on 
citizens and society. 


The FCC needs to find a way to promote BPL while preserving the freedoms of 
Americans. 


Technology should be a tool for society to improve the lives of its people. 
If and when this 


promise is broken, then that technology needs to be reevaluated, rethought, 
or reapplied until it 


works properly.

Case is nice so it's an easy fixer but my Interneting failed to produce a 
step-by-step guide to restorations. I've been car wash and sunlight type 
in the past, but the product "Simple Green" was mentioned. I found only 

"Mean Green" (not a joke) on a dollar store trip with YL/XYL WD5IEZ so I 

asked myself, "What would the resourceful 5 Meter type do in such a 


situation?" 


It does say not to soak Aluminium in it, but there are intimations it's 
forbidden for all direct uses. But, like Lava soap, the family never 
uses up my stash. So I've rigged an ersatz oven for the tube covers with 
a plate of 100 proof clear ammonia on the theory they might be like an 
oven walls and benefit from a day's covered fumigation. 


I also mixed up a Martini-strength batch of water and and ammonia to 
toothbrush around the upper chassis with cotton swab backup. 


It's been an hour since I did that, and a half hour since I rubbed it off 
with paper towels and, at least, the oily stuff is gone from the top. I 
don't see any craters. The sides of the IF cans did best and I saved the 
tops for a side-by-side test with Simple Green which I'll get when I go 
out for the September CQ picturing L'il LuLus even though I prefer Amy 
Acuff on the cover of Playboy.
